EVANSTON WOMEN 
PLAN DANCE HALLS 
Raise Money to Start $65,000 


Clubhouse for Use of All 
Suburb Citizens. 


IN TEN NIGHT AUTO TOUR 


The Evanston Woman's club is going into 
the dance hall business. Three dance halls. 
managed or rented under club supervision, 
will form a part of the new $65,000 clubhousé 
for which the women, are now conducting a 
ten night automobile campaign. 

Evanston, it is said, is long on the claseics, 
but short on dance halls. Those within its 
borders who have wished to turn for the 
moment from Tasso to Terpsichore have bden 
restrained oy the fact that the néarest 01. 


hall is the Casino at Ravinia Park. Hence 
dancing has either langulsned or migrated. 


Two Halls to Be Rented. 

Each of the ‘new halls will be fitted with 
good floors, pretty decorations, and any- 
thing else necessary to make it attractive. 
Two will be rented to dancing parties at 
the bare cost of light, heat, and upkeep. 

The thiré may be turned into a public dance 
hall, managed by the women, and an ad- 
mittance charged sufficient to leave a small 
profit. The move is still under discussion, 
and will probably not definitely be settled 
until the end of the campaign for funds is 
reached. 

The campaign began on Monday night at 
7:30: o'clock, when: fifteen automobiles, car- 
rying two women each, left the Avenue 
house. They were gone an hour and a half 
and returned with pledges of $1,500. On 
Tuesday night a similar amount was raised, 
Twenty more women and ten more automo- 
biles were enlisted in the campaigning crew 
last night, and it was said at midnight the 
subscriptions were almost doubled. 


Try to Raise $25,000. 

The clubhouse is to cost $65,000. The club- 
women are trying to raise $25,000 of the 
amount from the business men of Evanston 
in their ten night campaign. 

At the present rate, said Mrs. Rupert 
Dawes. head of the publicity committee, we 
will have the $25,000 before the end of the 
allotted time. Many important men have 
not yet been seen. Nearly all that we have 
talked to are enthusiastic over the dance 
halls. We intend to make the club a place for 
men as well as women. We may even put in 
smoking rooms. It is to be a general meeting 
place for the whole town—something fad 
feeded.”

Schuettler usually gets prompt, not te say 
hasty, attention. 

Most women who telephone plead that 

Mo: facing service or roulett 
and faro games be brokén up. The chor 
players seem to win once in a while; the race 
bettors hardly ever. 

I have been married a year,” said one 
woman who called up. Until two months 
ago We were happy. I knew my husband had 
gambied before we were married, but he had 
promised me togtop. He did stop, and, unless 
temptation had been thrown in his way, he 
would not have started again. 


Victim of “Sure Thing.” 

“Two months ago he met a poolroom man 
who had a sure thing“ My husband bet his 
week's salary and lost. He told me he loaned 
the money to some one and would have it 
back in a week. Then he started in to win it 
back. 

He hasn't done it yet. We are head over 
heels in debt and have had to move three 
times because we couldn't pay our rent. Last 
night he confessed to me and said he would 
stop. He did, for today, but I know the 
next ‘sure thing’ will mean another begin- 
ning. 

“He is a good husband, but simply can't 
stop betting on horse races. As a woman, 
I want you to beg your husband to stop the 
race betting, if he stops nothing else. I gee 
they stopped it for a day and then let it begin 
again. I would rather have read anything 
in the world than that bit of news.“ 

Mrs. Schuettler took the name and address 
of the woman and promised she would do 
everything she could. 

Realizes Great Evil of Game. 

“Ty know my husband is doing his dest,“ 
Mrs. Schuettler said, but I don’t suppose 
they can stop it all in a day. I know very 
little about it. Gambling, of course, is wrong, 
but I never realized how terrible it was until 
the women began telephoning me.“ 

Mrs. Schuettler is of the type described as 
‘‘motherly.” She has several grown chil- 
dren. The home is a pretty, tasteful place. 

don't know why they telephone me.“ 
she sald, unless itis because they think a 
woman will better appreciate their situation. 
I seldom attempt to interfere with my hus- 
band’s business, but some of the calls have 
been so pitiful that I simply had to tell him 
about them. At 11 o'clock last night a 
woman told about a gambling place on the 
west side. She was almost weeping. 


Woman with Baby Appeals. 

„It's nearly midnight,’ she said, ‘and my 
husband isn’t home yet. That's a sign he's 
losing. I don't know what todo. We hardly 
have enough food in the house, and I am 
talking to you with the receiver in one hand 
and a 2 mont¥s old baby on my arm. Can't 
you do something?’ 

„l do anything I can,’ I promised her. 
They are going to raid the place tonight. I 
felt so sorry for ker that I could raid it 
myseif.”’ j

The Chicago Bar association yesterday 
voiced its choice of the men who are can- 
didates for the Superior and Circuit court 
benches at the judicial election Nov. 7. Of 
the thirty-three candidates for the ten pros- 
| -pective vacancies in the “uperior court, seven 
Republicans and three Democrats received 
the indorsement dt the ber. A Republican 
was given the highest vote for the Circuit 
court juGgeship, where but one man is to be 
elected. There are three candidates for the 
office. A total of 1,380 lawyers cast their 
ballots, but twenty-two of this number were 
thrown out because members had failed to 
sign their names. 

Of the candidates nominated for the Su- 
perior court four are at present holding seats 
on the bench. McSurely,.Fitch, and Kav- 
anagh, the men who led in the race, are all 
candidates for reélection, while Judge Dicker, 
who was fifth on the list, is fudge of the 
Municipal court. 

It was a heavy vote, according to the mem- 
bers of the association, and indicative of a 
keen interest among the members of the bar 
to express their opinions of the candidates 
and to denote by their choice their advice to 
the public. 


Sitting Judges Are Indorsed. 

The incumbents in office and those who 
have been off the bench for but a short 
period drew the heaviest vote, indicat- 
ing in general an indorsement and a 
friendly attitude of the practicing attorneys 
for the men before whom they have pre- 
sented their cases. The contention of the 
bar association that the primary Was a non- 
partisan one was supported by the fact that 
Joseph H. Fitch, a Democrat, received the 
second highest vote, although the bar asso- 
ciation is overwhelmingly Republican. 

Surprise was expressed by the seg tame aa 
committee that McKenzie Cleland, er 
judge of the Municipal court. did ndt re- 
ceive the nomination of the bar. He drew 
516 votes and ranked twelfth in the list. 


Party Candidates Are Spurned. 

The general results of the priiuary e:ection 
indicate that the bar considered the primary 
chosen candidates far superior for bench 
timber than the political handpicked canci- 
dates of the two big party conventions held 
last month. Every one of the four candi- 
dates chosen by the Republicans at the 
April primary was placed in the bar ticket 
selected yesterday. 

Judge McSurely, who headed the bar vote, 
was second at the primary, while Judge 
Kavanagh, who got the biggest vote last 
April, was third on the bar ticket. The sec- 
ond highest vote was received by Judge 
Fitch, who led in the Democratic primary 
race in April. Former Judge Freeman, who 
ran fourth in the Republican primary, occu- 
pied the same place in the bar primary vote. 

Former Judge Barnes got seventh place 
yesterday, but ran third in the primary 
Judge Dicker's present place on the bench 
was held responsible for his high mark as 
fifth man in the contest yesterday, while 
the wide reputation of Mr. Foell among Chi- 
cago attorneys give him sixth place 


Democratic Politicians Satisfied. 

Many Democratic politicians said the party 
got its share in three of the ten candidates 
chosen by the bar when the political com- 
plexion of the bar organisation was taken 
into consideration. Friends of Daniel Cruice 
were especially pleased with his showing, 
although he failed to make a place on the 
ticket. % 

Thomas J. Dawson was the lowest man of 
any candidate of the two big parties, as had 
been predicted. His connection with the leg- 
islators who were implicated in the Lorimer 
bribery scandal, as their attorney, was men- 
tioned frebly at the time of his nomination 
by the Democratic convention as certain to 
react against the party ticket.

May Call Another Session. 

It may be stated as a political certainty, 
considering the temper of al! concerned, that 
if the senate refuses to accept the Shanahan 
resolution, Gov. Deneen will prorogue the 
general assembly and summon another extra 
session, which will be called upon to con- 
sider the waterway question, congressional 
and senatorial apportionment, and some seri- 
ous questions concerning important measuies 
which were passed in the regular session and 
are supposed to be in full operation. One of 
‘these is the automobile law. 

The following statement was made by Gov. 
Deneen tonight: 

The action of the general assembly today 
places Our state in a peculiar position. and, 
so far as I know, an unprecedented position. 
In the people of our state voted for 8 
constitutional amendment by an overwhelm- 
ing majority whereby the water power in the 
-Desplaines and IIlinots rivers was to be 
utilized to pay for the digging of a waterway 
between Lockport and Utica. 

“I have endeavored during my term of 
office to place the state in a position where 
it could utilize this water power so that the 
plain purpose of the constitutional emend- 
ment could be realized and the construction 
of the waterway undertaken without cost to 
the people of the state. The opposition hag 
claimed that the work could not be done 
without federal ald. 


Taft Would Aid Commission. 

“I interviewed the president and in April 
last adcressed a letter to him in reference 
to the creation of a federal waterway com- 
mision to negotiate with the state regarding 
cobperation by the federal government in the 
construction of the proposed waterway end 
deepening of the channel of the Illinois river 
from Utica to the Mississippi river. The 
president in a letter addressed to me said 
that in his message to congress he would rece 
ommend the creation of such a commission. — 

The action of the house today prevents 
our state from having an authorised agency 
through which to deal with the federal goy- 
ernment. The state therefore is without 
power to act and the power in the constitu. 
tional amendment lies dormant. 

In the meantime the corporations which 
are interested in the acquisition of this water 
pdwer'are aggressive and vigilant and should 
they be able before another general assem.- 
bly meets to acquire the power sites neces- 
sary for water power development the state 
will be forever debarred from carrying out 
the purpose of the constitutional amendment 


to make the water power pay for the water

A campaign of publicity directed against 
| the proposed traction subway in which the 
| firet move will be the posting of 100,000 pla- 
cards setting forth arguments against the

000. This enormous debt, it is pointed out, 
would mortgage future generations of Chi- 
cagoans hopelessly,

Invasion of Wisconsin, “Land of 
the Enemy,” Will Be 
Opened Today. 


St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 25.—President Taft to- 
night bade farewell to Minnesota and de- 
parted for the real home of the enemy 
Wisconsin. His speech here tonight,was on 
the arbitration treaties and was devoid of 
politics. . 

The president made two other important 
addresses during the day. One was on the 
subject of the Panama canal at the luncheon 
of the Young Men's Republican club of 


"Minneapolis, and the other was a lot of home- 


ly advice to the young men and young wom- 
en students of the University of Minnesota. 

To the latter the president suggested that 
the activities of college life might better be 
devoted to more elevating subject than 
„ barbaric yells,” and he also said the young 
man who started in life without means was 
far better equipped than the rich man’s son 
with an income sufficient to live upon with- 
out working. 


Asks Fairness in Sport. 

He also made a plea for fairness in sport, 
whether it be upon the college gridiron or the 
professional! baseball field. He deplored the 
action of baseball crowds in attempting to 
put the visiting team at a disadvantage by 
insulting remarks and calls hurled from 
grand stand and bleachers. 

The president spoke generally of the 1 
sponsibility of university men and women. 

“ University men go out into the world 
without any money as a rule,“ said Mr. Taft. 
“And those who have not money usually 
serve the public best. If there ie anything 
that is a burden; if there is anything that is 
an obstable; if there is anything that it is 
difficult for a young man to overcome, it is 
an income that will enable him to live with- 
out work. 

“ You look about, after you have been out 
of college twenty-flve years and pick out, if 
you can, a single man who has made a real 
success, and had a great deal to lve upon 
when he left college. If you find him, he is 
entitled to a great deal more credit than you 
are if you have had to hustle in order to get 
enough to eat, for he has had to overcome 
more obstacles and more difficulty than 
vou.“ 


Might Study Good Manners. 

Mr. Taft suggested that American un- 
versities might well devote a little more at- 
tention to a study of manners. The Anglo- 
Saxon, the northern races, he said. prided 
themselves on their straightforwardness, on 
their telling each other just what they 
thought; whereas they might learn a great 
deal from the politeness of the Latin races.”’ 

On the subject of sports the president 
said: . 

“I wish our university games could be at- 
tended with a little less partisanship and het- 
ter treatment of the other side in our ap- 
plause and in our appreciation of good plays. 
I love baseball. I love to go to see a game 
But when I see the players on the diamond 
on the other side beset with insults, by all 
sorts of catcalls and cries to put them at 
@ disadvantage, I ieel as if there might be 
an improvement and that we might depart 
from showing our deep interest in our side by 
that method; and that we might show ap- 
preciation and applause after the game and 
after the decision is reached.“

Violinist Introduces 


a Pretentious Novelty.

ONSPICUOUS on the program of violin 
music presented last evening in Music 
hall by Hugo Kortschak, second concert 
master of the Thomas orchestra, was the 
“ Chaconne,” by Max Reger. Many things 

contributed to its prominence. It was the nov- 
elty of the evening. It represented the latest 
composition from the pen of this much discussed 
German master, to be heard in Chicago. It as- 
sumes the most pretentious form that has been 
associated with the instrument and its message 
is couched in an idiom so involved that nobody 
understands it. It has been asserted that the 
whole trend of the art at the present moment is 
toward the intimate and the mysterious, and it 
is entirely possible that Reger is just so much 
ahead of the times that even the conscientious 
listener finds it difficult to determine whether 
his music be mystery or only mist—possibly 
even in the German sense, in which event the 
inability of the tonai art to convey olfactory im- 
pressions renders its symbolism the more indefi- 
nite 


— — 

Bevond the confesslon that the writer found it 
altogether impossible to fathom the composer's 
intentions there is little to record, It means 
nothing to say that the work impressed as un- 
beautiful, because there are but two elements in 
music that are inseparable from the idea of 
beauty, emotional eloquence, and symmetrical 
form. Time has wrought so many remarkable 
changes of opinion that it is not beyond the 
bounds of possibility that this work may yet 
convey to future listeners a message that will 
touch the sympathies. At first hearing, how-

ever, the impression is entirely antipathetic. 
Stupendous egotism seems to speak in the choice 
of the chaconne form, for Bach has exhausted 
the possibilities of this style of contrapuntal 
variations for the instrument, nor will new pos- 
sibilities arise until the present idiom is further 
ex panded.

Reger has not attempted such an expansion 
here. Rather, he has restricted the harmonic 
scheme of Bach, and upon this narrowed foun- 
dation he has imposed a theme of superlative 
insignificance, elaborated with awe inspiring 
monotony. Deadly dullness is the total result. 
For this sad outcome the performer was in no 
He brought to the presenta- 
tion of the work technical resources that rep- 
resent a high 
command of tonal beauty and variety that 
bespoke a sensitive and imaginative musical 
consciousness, as well as splendid intellectual 
powers.

Fortunately the program was rich in music 
long since appreved by the world of music. 
The Brahms sonata for plano and violin, opus 
78; a movement from the ninth concerto of 
Spohr, two Hungarian dances by Brahms- 
Joachim, and the Ernst F sharp minor concerto 
afforded Mr. Kortschak ample opportunity to 
demonstrate his gifts and attainments to bet- 
ter advantage than the Reger work permitted. 
These numbers were presented in a manner 
that justifies for Mr, Kortschak a distinguished 
place among the violinists of the city, and for 
his collaborator, Mr. Arthur Rech, that especial 
reward that should be the portion of the sin- 
cere, sympathetic, and self-effacing pianist and 
accompanist.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


The Late Grape. 


HE grape, Concord especially, remains in 

the market at minimum prices. It will 

be with us until Christmas, but pever was 

it cheaper so late in the season than this 

year. So cheap is this grape that the 
pleasant, wholesome grape juice ought to be on 
our family tables at least once a day. It seems 
shameful that so many bushels are going to 
waste, as we hear they are, when the grape is 
such a valuable food. 

These later grapes may be a little overripe, 
although this is not invariably so, and therefore 
not quite as good for some purposes as those 
which came first. Yet they will be sweeter and 
have their own rare excellence to the end. They 
should be used to make the jelly and juice for 
immediate consumption. 

A government bulletin comparing thé taste of 
the juices made from different kinds of grapes 
says that we get in the Concord “that spright- 
ly, foxy taste so well known.“ Such a ‘descrip- 
tion may be accurate, but it may also have dis- 
agreeable suggestions. The juice of this grape 
is the darkest of any, but if carefuly made’ and 
clear it may be more of a beautiful, deep red 
than the thick, deep purple which so many get. 
The same is true of the jelly.

Uses and Food Value of Unfermented Grape 
Julce— In thé above mentioned bulletin the fol- 
lowing paragraphs are given concerning the use 
and food value of unfermented grape juice: 

“The uses are many. It is used in sickness, 
convalescence, and good health; as a preventive, 
restorative, and cure; by the young, by persons 
in the prime of life, and by those in old age. 
It is used in churches for sacramental purposes, 
at soda fountains as a cool and refreshing 
drink; in homes, at hotels, and at restaurants 
as a food, as a beverage, as a dessert, and in 
many other ways. When people become accus- 
tomed to it they rarely give it up. When prop- 
erly prepared unfermented grape juice can be 
made to please the eye by its color and attrac- 
tive appearance, the sense of smell by its aroma 
or fragrance, the palate by its pleasant flavor. 

“It is food and drink, refreshment and nour- 
ishment, all in one. Not a by-product but made 
from fruit going to waste—one of the blessings 
given us that some are too careless, otherg too 
ignorant, to make use of. 7

World’s Obligation to the 
Race Expressed in English 
Name of Kingdom. 
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ART OF GREAT ANTIQUITY 


Enameling Discovered Else- 
where, but Carried to Per- | 
fection in China. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. p. 
ICHANG, Hupeh Province, China, Aug. 
31.—Our word china expresses our obligation 
to the middle kingdom, which taught the 
world how to manufacture porcelain, the 
noblest of ceramics. Few human inventions 
antedate pottery; tew, go back as far as we 
can in antiquity, were more widespread. 
Barthenware was virtually of worldwide 
distribution: 
Stoneware, faience, and terra cotta are not 
exclusively Chinese products. But porcelain, 
| i. @, pottery made of a white, translucent, 
_ hard paste, not to be scratched by steel, homo- 
geneous, resonant, and vitrified, was cer- 
tainly invented in China. China remains un- 
surpassed and unrivaied in porcelain. 


Wheel made pottery, which marks a dis- 


tinct step in the industry, is ot great antiquity 
in China. The manufacture of porcelain 
: probably dates from the early Christian era. 


Kaolin a Chinese Name. 


Kaolin is the name of a Chinese place 
from which the best white clay is obtained. 
Petuntse is also Chinese, meaning white 
briquettes,” in which form the finely pulver- 
ized stoneware is brought to the potter. Un- 
der the blowpipe petuntse fuses perfectly into 
awhite enamel. Petuntse of a superior qual- 
ity is reserved for the glaze. Lime is added to 
increase its fusibility. It is the lime which 
gives Chinese porcelain its characteristic 
green or blue tinge, conducing also to pro- 
duce a brilliant surface and a pellucid depth. 

No shops are so gay or look go clean and 
attractive as those which expose for sale 
endless varieties of objects in porcelain and 

baser Wares. 

Chinese predilection for pottery, especial- 
ly porcelain, precluded, any considerable de- 
velopment of the glass industry. Glass was 
introduced through trade with Syria and 
Asia Minor, which degan in the second cen- 
tury. China imported glass until 435 A. D., 
when Indian merchants taught them how 
to manufacture it. The art was lost for a 
atime. But in 1680 a Chinese visited Western 
Asia and returned with foreign glass makers 
The natural flexibility of glass softened by 
heat never appealed to the Chinese. They 
preferred it in its hard state, which they cut 
and polished as they did a semi-precious 
stone.

JUDICIAL SHELL GAME ENDED. 

One of the most important and sorely 
needed decisions rendered by the state Su- 
preme court in a long while is that handed 
down yesterday in the Gard case. 

Gard was a patrolman sentenced to jail 
by Judge Scanian for a flagrant case of con- 
tempt of court, After his arrest he was 
released by Judge Adelor Petit on a writ 
of habeas corpus. 

The Supreme court now holds that a judge 
cannot review the action of a judge of con- 
current jurisdiction and orders Sheriff Zim- 
mer to arrest Gard and recommit him to 
jail. 

The ruling will bring this abuse of the 
habeas corpus writ to an end in this state. 
The practice among certain complacent 
judges. of letting offenders go under the 
habeas corpus proceeding had grown to be 
a very grave scandal. It was a reduction of 
justice to farce, an outrageous perversionof 
the object of the great liberty writ. The 
Supreme court expresses itself upon the ac- 
tion of Petit, and the rebuke is merited.

For sixteen years we have known what 
to do for diphtheria. How to diagnose 
it, how to prevent it, how to cure it. The 
death rate from it is dropping down, but 
it is villainous that there is any death 
rate from It. Several things are conspir- 
ing to murder those who have the disease. 
One of them is the cost of antitoxin. 

Antitoxin was discovered by Von Behr- 
ing of Germany. It was put to practical 
use by Roux of France. These men gave 
their discovery to-the world. 

A number of manufacturers went into 
the business in this country. They had to 
buy no patent, pay no royalties. It does 
not cost much to make antitoxin. Five 
thousand units can be made for 50 cents, 
the cost of the syringe is 10 cents—say a 
total of 60 cents. Some manufacturers 
make it for less. They sell it to the state 
for $1 for 5,000 units.

HOW TO "FUMIGATE. 

J. H. 8. writes: Will you give a simple 
recipe for fumigating? Would it not be well 
to fumigate any filthy house recently vacated 
before reocoupying it?’ 

REPLY. 

Te fumigate; Buy one pint of formalin for each 
800 cubic feet of air space. Close the large open- 
ings, such as doors, windows, ventilators, fire- 
places. Sprinkle the floor, walle, and all furni- 
ture and bedding with an excess of water. Make 
thinge pretty sloppy. Open all closet doors. 
String clothes lines across the room. Wring 
sheets in hot water. Put the foemaiin on the 
sheeta, one pint for each 800 feet of air space. 
Leave the room unopened for eight hours, then 
throw open the windows and air the house for 
several hours. Scrub and clean exceptionally well. 

This airing, ‘sorubbing, and cleaning ie the most 
important part of the process, which, taken to- 
gethen ie called fumigating. It the windows, 
door cracks, and keyholes are stripped you can use 
less formalin—say one pint to 1,000 feet of air 
space. The permanganate method is better, but 
it is. more complicated and lees safe. 

This fumigation does not kill msects or bugs. A 
little formalin or other antiseptic poured around 
does no good. 

Fumigating of filthy houses where there has 
been no contagion ig excellent, provided we re- 
member that the airing, sunning, scrubbing, and 
cleaning constitute me more important part of

A. L. writes: What is the cause of men- 
ingitis in a ohild one year old? A child 
was nursed by its mother, who was in good 
health. This child was apparently well un- 
til about eight months old. It Uved until

REPLY. 

Thie child probably had meningitis or infantile 
paralysis. These diseases are due to germe. The 
germs are different from each other, but they

Infantile paralysis is the more probable in the 

case of a baby eight months old. This disease 


‘has been spread rather widely in this country 


Auring the last five or six years. There has been 
@ good deal of it in Hau Claire, Wis.; Mason City, 
Ia. and in certain parts of the east. Fortunately 
in Chicago there has not been much. It is con- 
tagious. The germ gets into the nose. Usually 
it does not do any harm, but occasionally it gets 
through the nose and into the nervous system. 
The preventive measures to take are: First, to

Until that time the portion of the Emerald 
isle now known as County Clare and County 
Cork was Known as O’Brien’s Country and 
as Thomond's Country. 

The patents signed by Henry VIII. provided 
that the barony of Inchiquin should pass 
tlong with the right to the royal liveries to 
the first lord’s son, but that the earldom of 
Thomond should go to his nephew. son of 


succession to the throne had been set aside 
and usurped by his uncle. 

The earidom of Thomond descended in a 
direct line until the eighteenth century, when 
the eighth Earl of Thomond died without 
issue. Since then the earldom has been dor- 
mant and it is on the cards that the crown

His favorite home, however, is Dromoland 
castle in County Clare, which is full of in.

nificent huge mahogany table saved from 
the wreck of the flagship of the Spanish 
armada, which came to grief on the Clare 
coast.

WHAT 18 “GAMBLING? 

Mason Oity, III., Oct. 20—[To the 
Friend of the People. ]—Can you inform 
me through your valuable columns what 
is gambling in the state of Illinois? Would 
so-called “ paddle wheels” erected on the 
streets of a village, in the principal busi- 
ness section, be considered unlawful, es- 
pecially when found to be operated with 
secret wires by the proprietors? Would 
the fact that the mayor had given his 
consent make it lawful in the state of 
Illinois? C. M. 

It would take columns to answer your first 
question. Gambling is defined in sections 126 
to 137 inclusive of chapter 38 of the revised 
statutes of Illinois for 1908. There is no doubt 
that the facts you mention constitute gamb- 
ling. The mayor has no power to suspend 
the laws of Illinois, although he may make 
their enforcement, for all practical purposes, 
impossible. : 

The first section dealing with gambling 
reads as follows: 

‘‘ Whoever shal? play for money or other 
valuable thing at any game with cards, 
ice, checks, or at billiards, or with any other 
article, instrument, or thing whatsoever, 
-which may be used for the purpose of playing

For 
five innings Jack Coombs pitched wonderful 
ball, He held the Giants absolutely helpless, 
retiring eight men on strikes—more than half 
the number who faced him. 
In the sixth and seventh Innings the “ Iron 
man” seemed to waver. He apparently for- 
got that he had a curve ball and éveryone 
he shot over was a fast one. In the eighth 
he also was weakening, and in the ninth the 
New Yorkers broke loose, smashing out hits 
which tied the score and made possible the 
victory in the tenth. 


Giants Show Determination. 
The Giants showed in this game a flash of 
determination and that determination won 
for them. It showed bulidog quality and the 
ability to fight hard in the face of a heart 
breaking handicap. 
Manager McGraw made several changes 
of pitchers and in each his selection was 
extremely good. Ames, who succeeded Mar- 
quard, was brilliant. Crandall was confident 
and his long hit in the ninth started the 
Giante on the road to success and was in a 
way responsible for the defeat of the Ath- 
letics, 
I have one-<riticism to make on the Ath- 
letics’ play. They seemed to be overconfi- 
dent, satisfied with their score of three runs. 
They. appeared to take it for granted that 
Coombs would hold the Giants down, but, 
after New York had tied it up and wa» 
buoyed up dy tat determination to win, it 
was all off with the Mackmen.

tween the American Tobacco company and 
the Richardson company, which leaves the 
company itself and the government as the 
only remaining parties to the suit, and the 
interpretation Wall street put upon this inci- 
dent was that it increased the chances of the 
American Tobacco plan being put through 
‘without important alteration. 

This oonception of the case was based in 
part on the belief that Attorney General 
Wickersham is satisfied with the broad out- 
lines of the plan proposed by the company. 
There must necessarily exist more or less 
uncertainty on thie point until the govern- 
ment has stated its position before the court, 
but meanwhile attention i» being paid in Wall 
street to the opinion being expressed in bank- 
ing circles that no serious objection will be 
raised by the government against the general 
terms of the proposed readjustment.
